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Highlights of Insect Conditions 


The GRASSHOPPER problem continues: Heavy infestations on crops in 
Mora County and range land in Union County, New Mexico, light to severe 
on range and crops in local areas of southwestern Kansas; crop damage 
increasing in southwest, west central and central Missouri; about 25 per 
square yard in west central Wisconsin; heavy populations in several 
Minnesota areas; populations becoming more conspicuous in Utah; severe 
on 150, 000 acres range land in Adams and Whitman Counties, Washington 
(p.'669); damage continues in eastern Nebraska (p. 695). 


Second-generation EUROPEAN CORN BORER may cause considerable 
trouble on late-planted corn in Indiana, Two percent pupation in central 
and north central Illinois. Four to 60 percent infestation in northwest 
Missouri. Continues to build up in southern Wisconsin. Many heavy 
infestations {242 borers ver 100 plants) in southwest Minnesota but less 
serious cther areas. Northeastern South Dakota has 21 percent of corn 
infested with 47 borers per 100 plants, (p. 64Cy, Egg-laying for second 
generation will be extended in Nebraska. (p. 695). 


CHINCH BUG build-up in central Oklahoma, some major migrations in 
northeastern Dlinois. Heavy damage in Butler and Stoddard Counties, 
Missouri. Infestations continue in Kansas and Pennsylvania. Light to 
moderate in east central and southeast Nebraska. (pp. 671, $95). 


CORN LEAF APHID building up on sorghum in Kansas, heavy in whorls 
in Denton, Texas area. Large numbers in late barley in several Minne- 
sota counties and damage io spring barley at high elevations in Utah. 

(p. 672), FALL ARMYWORM revorted on corn as far north as Kansas, 
widespread in Arkensas. (pp. 672, 694). A WHEAT STEM SAWFLY 
(Cephus tabidus) active again in Chio. (p. 673 y. Damage from early-brood 
ARMYWORM in Massachusetts unusual. (p. 673), BROWN WHEAT MITE 
abundant in small grains in southeastern Tdaho and in Box Elder County, 


Utah. (p. 673 ). 
MEADOW PLANT BUG recorded in Oregon for first time. (p. 678). 


PLANT BUGS of concern in seed alfalfa in some areas of Arizona, New 
Mexico, and Kansas, Several cther States report economic numbers. 

(p. 675}: From 6-8 POTATO LEAFHOPPER adults per sweep in northern 
Illinois. New Jersey, North Carolina, Maryland, and Virginia also report 
this pest. (p. 675, Considerable injury on potatoes in Delaware and South 
Dakota, (p. 689) | RAF MINERS generally abundant on alfalfa in several 
Arizona counties. (p. 676},Delaware, Virginia, and Maryland report 
damage to field crops from JAPANESE BEETLE (p. 676 ), other reports 
(p. 690). Continued on next page. 
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APPLE MAGGOT adult populations high in neglected orchards in south- 
eastern Minnesota, more abundant than usual in Wisconsin, Emergence 
early in this State and in Massachusetts. (p. 677), Second-brood CODLING | 
MOTH active in Indiana, Mlinois, and Missouri. (p. 677). EUROPEAN RED | 
MITE numerous in southern New Jersey, high in many orchards in Minne- 
sota, and increasing some orchards in Pennsylvania. (p. 678). 


New-generation MEXICAN BEAN BEETLE appearing in New Jersey where 
damage more severe than in 1954. Numbers in Delta and Mesa Counties, 
Colorado. (p. 680). IMPORTED CABBAGEWORM very abundant in south- 
ern Wisconsin, unusually numerous in Clarksville, Tennessee, area, and 
prevalent in Rhode Island. Aduits numerous in New Jersey. (p. 680). 
STRIPED CUCUMBER BEETLE serious on cucurbits in Indiana. Heavy 
oopulations in Rhode Island, Delaware, and areas of Tennessee. (Go, (SI). 


TOBACCO FLEA BEETLE widespread and damaging on untreated tobacco 
in South Carolina, general in southern coastal plains of North Carolina 
but injury spotted, abundant in tobacco in Lancaster County, Pennsylvania. 
(p. 683), GREEN PEACH APHID infestation on tobacco continues in 
Clarksville, Tennessee area, spotted in eastern North Carolina, but 
aoundant in many fields in Lancaster County, Pennsylvania. (p. 688). 


BOLL WEEVIL continues to increase in several Texas areas, slight 
increase in some Oklahoma areas. Increasing alsoin Arkansas, Louisi- 
ana, and Mississippi. First-generation weevils active in many States. 
(p. 685). BOLLWORM increasing all areas of Texas, moth flight in- 
creasing in Louisiana, and infestations threatening and requiring control 
in South Carolina, Damage increasing in south Georgia and some North 
Carolina counties, Infestations remain light, however, in Tennessee, 
Arkansas, Mississippi, and New Mexico. (p. 684). PINK BOLLWORM 
heavier than last year in some Texas areas but light in others. (p. 686}. 
SPIDER MITES increasing on cotton in areas of Texas, Arkansas, 
Mississippi, and South Carolina. (p. 686). 


STABLE FLY and HOUSE FLIES of concern in South Dakota and Kansas. 
(p. 691).

DELAWARE ~- Melanoplus spp. feeding on soybeans in mary places in 
Kent and Sussex Counties. (Milliron), VIRGINIA - From 17-126 per 100 
sweeps in alfalfa in some counties. (Morris), LOUISIANA - Very heavy 
infestation, 5-10 per square foot, of Schistocerca americana, on several 
acres of sod in Jefferson Davis Parish. Mostly nyinohs. (Oliver). 
TEXAS - Medium to heavy widespread in Jack County. (Hulsey). NEW 
MEXICO - Overrunning cultivated crops in Mora County. A mecium, 
county-wide infestation on range iand and cuitivated crops in oan Juan 
County. Approximately 500,000 acres cf range land in Union County 
heavily infested. (Durkin, July 9). ARKANSAS - Melanoplus Sp. infes- 
tation very local in southeastern counties, Damaging infestations in 
range lands in central area. (Warren, Turney}. OKLAHOMA - Under 
control on 150, 000 acres sprayed in Kiowa, Comanche, Texas, ang) 
Beaver Counties. (Bower). KANSAS - Survey of crop and range species 
in southwestern counties showed light to severe infestations in localized 
areas. Threatening to severe povulations in alfalfa fields in some areas, 
6 to 18, mostly M. mexicanus, per square yard. Counts of 15 grass- 
hoppers (range species) ec several range-land stops. (Matthew). 


MISSOURI - Crop damage from Melanoplus spp. increasing in south- 
west, west central and central areas. Alfalfa, red clover, corn, 
soybeans, pastures and gardens most heavily damaged. M. bivittatus 
largely adult with egg-laying underway in southwest areas. M, differen- 
tialis from third instar to adult. Populations from 3-03 per square yard. 
A fungus disease is reducing numbers in Clay County and in other small 
isolated spots in west central area. (Kyd, Thomas). ILLINOIS - From 
2-30 per square yard in alfalfa in northern area. First to third instars. 
(Petty et al). INDIANA - Not a major problem. (Davis), WISCONSIN - 
West central area averages about 25 per square yard, mostly M. femur- 
rubrum, in third to fifth instars. (Chambers). MINNESOTA - Threatening 
populations in Marshall and western Roseau Counties. Heavy populations 
in areas in Lake of the Wcods, Beltrami, and east Polk Counties. From 
10-15 per square yard in grassy margins in Red Lake and Pennington 
Counties. Light to threatening populations in Hubbard and Norman 
Counties. Reports from central and west centrai areas indicate heavy 
populations in field margins and some movement to soybeans and corn. 
Similar conditions in east central, southeast and south central areas. 
(Minn. Ins, Rept. Serv.}. NORTH DAKOTA - Scattered infestations 
in several southeastern counties. (Goodfellow). SOUTH DAKOTA - 
Average of 1.4 M. bivittaius per sweep in red clover in northeastern 
area. (Hantsbarger?}, WYOMING - A thousand acres sprayed in Hot 
Springs County. Large acreage infested west of Thermopolis. Crickets 
also involved. (Spackman), UTAH - Populations becoming more con- 
spicuous in many counties. (Knowlton, Davis). Total 10, 000 acres 
severely infested in Cache County, 10,000 in Miltard County, 
_ 20,000 acres in Juab County, and areas 
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in Sanpete County severely infested. Twenty thousand acres controlled 
in Beaver and Sanpete Counties. (Thornley, Knowlton). NEVADA - 
Camnula pellucida still hatching in Elko County. Infestation in Spring 
Valley, White Pine County, reduced to about 200 acres. Two thousand 
acres heavily infested in Independence Valley, Elko County. ‘Twenty-five 
per square yard on 200 acres alfalfa in Esmeralda County. (Gallaway). 
CALIFORNIA - Light to medium in range lands and fields in Tehama 
County. Upto 10 per square yard in range land in Merced County. 

(Calif. Coop. Rept., June). WASHINGTON - Approximately 90,000 acres | 
of range land in Adams County and 60, 000 acres in Whitman County severe-) 
ly infested. Populations from 10-i00 per square yard, about 20 percent 
adults. Some barley, wheat and safflower invaded by nymphs from adjoin- | 
ing range land. Control underway in Whitman County. (Busdicker, Evans). | 


EUROPEAN CORN BORER (Pyrausta nubilalis) - MAINE - Light infes- 
tation in corn planted May 17 in Monmouth County. Moths in light traps 
June 1. (Hawkins, July 6). MASSACHUSETTS - Very difficult to find 
egg masses in fields all spring. (Bourne). RHODE ISLAND - Damage 
in most sweet corn plantings, about 4 percent ci plants in some fields. 
(Kantack). DELAWARE - Moderate injury to stalks of sweet corn and 
to tassels of field corn general throughout Sussex County. (Milliron). 
PENNSYLVANIA - Considerable infestation in corn in Blair County. 
Pupating. (Udine). INDIANA - Although not much damage anticipated 
earlier, reports, particularly from northern half, indicate fairly large 
infestation in isolated fields of very early-planted corn. Large amount 
of damage not expected by first brood, but second generation may be 
hazard to late-planted corn. (Davis). ILLINOIS - About 2 percent oupa- 
tion in central area and in western part of north central section. Borers 
mostly third and fourth instars in earlier-planted fields, 15-25 percent 
_ fifth instars. In earliest 1 to 5 percent of fields average population 
ranges from 4, 5 borers per stalk in northeastern area to 7 borers in 
central area. (Petty et al), MISSOURI - In northwest 4-60 percent earlier 
corn infested with fourth and fifth instars, with average of 2 to 3 borers 
per stalk. Eight to 32 percent infestation in extreme southeast, 2 borers 
per stalk, all stages. (Kyd, Thomas). WISCONSIN - Continues to build 
up in south central area, as many as 80 percent stalks infested some 
fields. (Chambers). MINNESOTA - Percent plants infested: southwest 
49, south central 21, central 12, west central 25. Borers per 100 
clants: southwest 242, south central 39, central 24. Sixty percent in 
second and third instars in southern counties. Ninety percent in first | 
and second in central area. Many fields in southwest heavily infested 
but other districts markedly less serious. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). 
SOUTH DAKOTA - In northeastern counties 21 percent of corn plants 
infested with average of 47 borers per 100 plants. Instars: 23 percent 
first, 37 second, 33 third, 7 fourth. Corn from 3-6 feet, tasseling. 
(Hantsbarger}. NORTH DAKOTA - Twelve egg masses per 100 plants 
on 36-inch corn near Bismarck, Burleigh County. Shot-holing on 8 to 50 
percent of more advanced corn in Traill and Richland Counties. (Goodfellow. 
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CHINCH BUG (Blissus leucopterus) -. KANSAS - Infestations that have 


oe become established in corn and milo continue to cause damage and/or 
loss in fields where no adequate coiitrols applied. Light to heavy infes- 


tations in Cloud, Clay, Ottawa, Saline, McPherson, and Rice Counties: 
Western extent of outbreak in counties between Rice.and Marshall. 
Where controls properly applied very satisfactory kill has been obtained. 
(Matthew). MISSOURI - Heavy infestation and damage in Butler and 
Stoddard Counties; moderate numbers scattered throughout southeast 
area, (Kyd, Thomas). ILLINOIS - Some major migrations in north- 
eastern section where rainfall light. In some instances 6 to 20 rows of 
corn will be seriously damaged in margins. (Petty et al). OKLAHOMA - 
Building up in corn and sorghum in central area. (Wood). PENNSYLVANIA- 
Still causing damage to corn in Montour, Lycoming, Columbia and 
Northumberland Counties. (Gesell). 


CORN EARWORM (Heliothis armigera) - DELAWARE - Destructive 
to sweet corn and field corn. (Milliron). MARYLAND - Sweet corn light 
to moderately infested mest sections. (U. Md., Ent. Depi.). VIRGINIA - 
Heliothis sp. damaging whorls and tassels in Appomattox, Prince Edward, 
Buckingham, Nelson and Amherst Counties. From 1-6 stalks per 100 
damaged. (Morris). NCRTH CAROLINA - Average per 25 silks: 3.3 at 
Faison; 2.3 Clayton, (Townes), ARKANSAS - Bud damage in some 

fields. (Warren, Turney). TEXAS - Damage to sorghum heads in Denton 
area. (Chada), Locally heavy, one to two larvae per nead, in grain 
sorghum in Bell County. (Decker). MISSOURI - Light trap catches show 
inérease in moth numbers. Field corn ears have from 5-12 percent 
larval infestation and silking cern has 2-3 eggs per shoot in extreme 
southeast. {Kyd, Thomas). NEW MEXICO - Damaging numbers in a 

few alfalfa seed fields in Chaves County. (Durkin, July 9). ARIZONA - 
Five to 10 per 100 sweeps on alfalfa in a few fields at Yuma. (Ariz. 

Coop. Rept. }. 


CORN SAP BEETLES - DELAWARE - A corn sap beetle (Carpophilus 
lugubris) adults continue abundant in corn in Kent and Sussex Counties. 
(Milliron). PENNSYLVANIA - Very abundant in corn borer injuries 

in sweet corn in Bedford County. (Udine), MARYLAND - Abundant in 
Sweet corn following earworm damage in Caroline Countyan (Ure wider 
Ent. Dept.). MISSOURI - C. dimidiatus adults becoming numerous in 
stalks and ears damaged by other insects. From 4 percent of ears of 
field corn to 40 percent of sweet corn damaged in southern half of State. 
(Kyd, Thomas). 


CUTWORMS - CALIFORNIA - Agrotis ypsilon heavy on corn in Santa 
Cruz County. (Cal. Coop. Rept., June), FLORIDA - Feltia subterranea 
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completely destroyed 4 acres of cowpeas in Alachua County. (Hunter). 


BILLBUGS - ARIZONA - Calendra sp. damaging corn in Santa Cruz 
Valley, 6 to 8 per stalk. (Ariz. Coop. Rept. ). 
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CORN LEAF APHID (Rhopalosiphum maidis) - UTAH - Spring barley 
severely attacked in Wasatch Courty and in other high elevation areas. 
(Knowlton, Daniels), KANSAS - Beginning to build up in milo fields in 
most areas. Light to moderate in southwestern counties. Heavy local 
infestation in Comanche, Clark and Meade Counties, and in Jefferson 
County in northeast, Discoloration appearing in heaviiy infested fields. 
(Matthew). SOUTH DAKOTA - Very abundant on early corn in Brookings 
County. Parasites and predators very abundant, especiaily lady beetles. 
(Lofgren, Spawn). TEXAS - Young sorghums have very heavy infesta- 
tion in whorl. Some control in Denton area. (Chada). OKLAHOMA - 
General on sorghum in central area. (Wood). MINNESOTA - Large 
numbers in many late barley fields in Kittson, Roseau, Marshall, 
Pennington, Red Lake Fails and Polk County. (Minn. Ins. Rept. Serv.). 
FLORIDA - Heayy on corn at Lake Butler, Union County. (Cowen). 


FALL ARMYWORM (Laphyqma frugiperda) - FLORIDA - One larva per 
Square foot caused light to moderate damage to St. Augustine grass at 
Tampa. (Kerr). MISSISSIPPI - Injury to one field of corn in Sunflower 
County week ending July 11. First report of season. (Hutchins). 
LOUISIANA - Continues severe enough on seedling corn to warrant 
control in Kast Baton Rouge Parish. (Oliver). ARKANSAS - Corn being 
damaged in whorl over State. infestations variable, up to 20 percent 
some fields. (Warren, Turney), OKLAHOMA - Infestation very heavy 
on late-planted corn in Stillwater vicinity. (Bieberdorf). KANSAS - 
Larvae in corn in some fields in Stafford, Reno and McPherson Counties. 
From fourth instar to full-grown with some pupation. (Burkhardt). 


LESSER CORNSTALK BORER (Elasmopalpus lignosellus) - SOUTH 

CAROLINA - Severe damage to grain sorghum at Andersen. (Burris). 

(Gane ; Heavy widespread infestation on peanuts in Mason County. 
arrett). 


SOUTHWESTERN CORN BORER (Diatraea grandiosella) - KANSAS - 
Infestation at Nickerson, Reno County, averaged 30 percent, 30-35 
pupated. Infestation same at St. John, Stafford County, with pupation 
beginning. (Burkhardt). 


SOUTHERN CORNSTALK BORER (Diatraea crambidoides) - VIRGINIA - 
Damage to corn in Caroline and Buckingham Counties. (Rowell, Morris). 


SALT-MARSH CATERPILLAR (Estigmene acrea) - MAINE - Moderate 
infestation in corn generally. (Hawkins, July 5). DELAWARE - Popula- 
tions in soybeans, generally. (Milliron). 


MORMON CRICKET (Anabrus simplex) - UTAH - Controlled on 20, 000 
acres in Daggett and Uintah Counties. (Thornley, Knowlton). 


APHIDS - MAINE - Populations (probably Macrosiphum granarium and 
Rhopalosiphum fitchii) increasing rapidly on small grains in central 
Aroostook County. (Shands, July 9). Declined sharply by July 12, lady 
beetles active. (Maine Agr. Exp. Sta.), COLORADO - Very high popu- 
lations of pea aphid (Macrosiphum pisi) and yellow clover aphid (Myzo- 
callis trifolii) in Otero, Bent and Prowers Counties. Winged torms otf 
latter species extremely abundant. (Colo. Exp. Stay. 


A WHEAT STEM SAWF LY (Cephus tabidus) - GHIO - This pest in wheat 
is spreading rapidly and increasing in importance. Limited to 10 coun- 
ties in eastern Ohio in 1935, when it was a major pest in that area, it 
has now spread over most of Staite, For about 16 years it has been o1 
no importance, but this year farmers are noticing loose ripened straws 
severed cleanly just above the soil surface in central and northern 
counties. Much of this is mistakenly attributed to hessian fly, which is 
also making a comeback, (Parks, Goleman). 


ARMYWORM (Pseudaletia unipuncta) - MASSACHUSETTS - Probably 
most conspicuous pest in State. At end of June reports of heavy damage 
in grass and grain from Bristol, Plymouth, Essex and Franklin Counties. 
Pupae abundant July 6 and adults noted July 8-10. Scme fieids heavily 
damaged. Such heavy and widespread damage from early brood very 
unusual, Next brood should appear at about same time as last year. 
(Bourne), Massachusetts had heavy infestations in some areas in late 
July, 1954. MAINE - Small numbers of moths continue to be taken in 
light traps. No serious injury in grain fields. (Maine Agr. Exp. Sta, Ns 
WISCONSIN - Reported more generally with ideal weather conditions for 
development, but no large serious outbreaks. Parasites appear abundant. 
(Chambers). 


BROWN WHEAT MITE (Petrobia latens) - IDAHO - Populations estimated 
as high as 300 per plant on dry-iand wheat in southeastern counties, 
especially Power and Oneida, but not causing economic damage. About 

30, 000 acres in Arbon Valley and about 20, 000 in Pocatello Valley involved. 
Few or no mites on irrigated wheat and on dry-land wheat in northern 
Idaho. (Smith, Portman, July 9). UTAH - Extremely numerous on Sev~- 
eral hundred acres of spring barley and wheat in Pocatello Valley, Box 

_ Elder County. (Lieberman). 3 


MEADOW PLANT BUG (Miris dolabratus) - OREGON - Collected on 
fescue grass at Springwater, Clackamas County. Up to 10 per sweep 
in some fields. First record for State. (Ritcher). 


RICE STINK BUG (Solubea pugnax) - LOUISIANA - Increasing in rice 

- fields, especially older fields, with 16 per 100 sweeps in Evangeline 
..Parish and 6-12 per 100 sweeps in Acadia and Jefferson Davis Parishes. 
(Oliver). 
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RICE WATER WEEVIL (Lissorhoptrus simplex) - TEXAS ~ Heavy 
infestations in young rice in Jefferson County. (Smith). 


A RICE LEAF MINER (Hydrellia griseola) - CALIFORNIA - Light to 
heavy on late-sowed rice in Glenn County. (Calif. Coop. Rept., June). 


NORTHERN CORN ROOTWORM (Diabrotica longicornis) - WISCONSIN - 
Abundant in Rock County. (Chambers). 


WESTERN SPOTTED CUCUMBER BEETLE (Diabrotica undecimpunctata)- 
CALIFORNIA - Severe infestation on seedling corn in Stanislaus County 
during June. (Cal. Coop. Rept. ). 


PEA APHID (Macrosiphum pisi) - CALIFORNIA - Severe infestations in 
alfalia fields in Merced County. (Cal. Coop. Rept., June). IDAHO - 
Population low on both alfalfa and peas in south central area. (Douglass, 
July 9). UTAH - Still moderately severe in various counties in succulent 
alfalfa fields. (Davis, Knowlton). SOUTH DAKOTA - Parasites and 
predators reducing population. (Hantsbarger). WISCONSIN - Continues 
very abundant in some alfalfa fields on north central area, as well as in 
some pea fields. (Chambers). 


YELLOW CLOVER APHID (Myzocallis trifolii) - CALIFORNIA - Light 
in San Bernardino County, light to medium in Riverside County. All 
alfalfa- growing areas in Los Angeles County infested. Infestation in 
central California in Kern, Tulare, Kings, Fresno and Madera Counties. 
Damage to June has been light in central area. (Cal. Coop. Rept., June). 
ARIZONA - Average of 1. 2 per leaf in 600 acres of alfalfa in Maricopa 
County. Some untreated fields in area have high lady beetle populations 
and low aphid counts; a few untreated fields, however, have low lady 
beetle counts. (Ariz. Coop. Rept.). NEW MEXICO - Infestation in 
alfalfa spotty throughout Dona Ana, Chaves and Valencia Counties. A 
few untreated or improperly treated seed fields heavily infested. 
(Durkin, July 8). UTAH - Found infesting alfalfa in Piute and Sevier 
Counties. Some build-up in populations in other recently infested areas. 
(Knowlton, Davis). KANSAS - Non-economic to light infestations in 
many southwestern counties. Heavy infestation in one 170-acre alfalfa 
field in Kearney County; lady beetles numerous (7-25 per sweep) in this 
tield and lightly infested fields in vicinity. (Matthew), OKLAHOMA - 
Increased on alfalfa from 8 to 57 aphids per sample at Stillwater between 
June 24 and July 14. (Bieberdorf). 


THREE-CORNERED ALFALFA HOPPER (Spissistilus festinus) - 
LOUISIANA - General and widespread in alfalfa and clover over State, 
up to 203 per 100 sweeps of alfalfa in Bossier Parish and 82 per 100 
sweeps of alfalfa in Red River Parish, From 22 to 31 per 100 sweeps 
of white clover in Jefferson Davis, Acadia and East Baton Rouge 
Parishes. (Oliver). VIRGINIA - Seven to 9 per 100 sweeps on alfalfa 
and red clover in Buckingham County. (Morris). 
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THRIPS - NEVADA - Severe in alfalfa seed fields in Pershing County. 
(Gallaway), UTAH - Generally very abundant on blossoming alfalfa. 
(Davis, Knowlton). NEW MEXICO - Frankliniella sp. populations 

very high in mest alfalfa fields, especially seed fields. Damage not 
determined. (Durkin, July 9). OKLAHOMA - Populations of BY, OCC1- 
dentalis remain around 175 per 25 alfalfa terminals in Stillwater vicinity. 
. (Fenton),

SWEETCLOVER WEEVIL (Sitona cylindricollis) - MINNESOTA - Adults 

emerging in northwestern area. Considerable damage expected if not 

controlled in heavy areas.

RECENT INTERCEPTIONS AT PORTS OF ENTRY 

Of interest recently was the interception of two living larvae identified 
as Prays oleellus (F.), in olive leaves in a shipment of olive branches 

in airplane baggage from Yugoslavia at New York, N.Y. (Dohanian, 
Tuthill), This insect has been reported injurious to olives in parts of 
southern Europe, northern Africa and southwest Asia, where it is known 
as the olive moth, Injury is due to the larvae feeding on the buds, leaves 
and fruits. In many cases infested buds failed to set fruit, and infested 
fruits drop, causing considerable crop loss. : 


Observations on the biology of the olive moth in the Soviet Union 
(Sukhumi) indicate there are three generations a year and hibernation 
occurs in the larval stage. Overwintering larvae resume feeding on 

the léaves in Avril and May, complete their development and pupate 

on lower-surfaces of the leaves, or between two leaves spun together, 
The pupal stage lasts about 10 days. Moths appear late in May, deposit 
their eggs on flower buds or leaves. Eggs hatch in about 8 days, and 
larvae begin feeding on the buds, moving from one to another, and 
webbing leaves, flowers, and buds together. Pupation occurs on flowers, 
buds or leaves. Second generation adults appear (June, July) and deposit 
eggs in young fruit. Larvae, on hatching, bore through the flesh of fruit 
into the seed. Infested olives are inclined to drop as the larvae develop. 
Larvae, when full grown, leave the fruit to pupate in soil, on the trunk 
or lower leaves. Third generation adults emerge (September, October) 
and deposit their eggs on the leaves. : Larvae soon hatch and construct 
mines in leaves where they pass the winter. 


Living larvae of P. oleellus have been intercepted on olives from Italy 
at various ports on a number of occasions. Larvae identified as Prays 
doubtfully gleellus have been intercepted on olive from Greece and 
Lebanon, P._oleellus is not known to occur in the United States.

CICADA KILLER (Sphecius speciosus) - KANSAS - Populations equal 
those of last year in McPherson and Riley Counties. (Matthew). 


ADDITIONAL NOTES 

NEW YORK - In eastern area RED-BANDED LEAFROLLER moths in 
bait traps, July 8. Captures very heavy at presenti, indicating a poten- 
tially severe attack by summer brood. Second-brood larvae appeared 
July 12, Rockland County. Larvae fairly numerous in Orange County. 

In Monroe County hatching observed July 14, and larvae found July 11 

in Niagara County in an area where first-brood injury was severe. 
ORCHARD MITES increasing on apples in Rockland County, control 
needed in Orange County, heavy in some orchards of Columbia County, 
more noticeable in Niagara County, and very active in Monroe County. 
APPLE APHID still a problem in Orange and Saratoga Counties, showing 
up even more than last year in Columbia County, still building up on 
suckers in Orleans County where control not used, very active in Monroe 
County. (Wkly. News Lett.). 


ALABAMA - Outbreak of FALL ARMYWORM in Covington County on 
late corn. First report of serious damage this year. (Owen). Rather 
severe outbreaks of FOREST INSECTS in east central area. Insects 


involved identified by A. M. Pearson as follows: Dendroctonus terebrans, - 


Ips calligraphus, I. grandicollis, I avulsus, (Arant). 
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NEBRASKA - CHINCH BUGS light to moderate in east central and 
southeast portions. Populations up from last week, ranging from 

50 to 200 per foot of corn and sorghum. Heaviest infestation along 
margins of fields. Controls used. WESTERN CORN ROOTWORM 
adults numerous and found from the southern counties to Dakota border 
and as far west as Kearney, Buffalo County. CORN LEAF APHID 
population very high, too numerous to count, Average of 19 of 25 

olants heavily infested in the south central counties. CORN ROOT 
APHID still found in many areas in the southeast area. Light infesta- 
tion remains. PEA APHID populations reduced due to second cutting

Adults 
of M. differentialis appearing in southern tier of counties in alfalfa, 10 
to 15 per square yard. Many fourth-instar nymphs of M. bivittatus and 
M, ditferentialis, Dominant species in range land still Ageneotettix 
deorum, 75 to 90% of total, smaller numbers of Amphitornus coloradus, 
‘M.. packardi. Ageneotettix deorum mostly adults (80%) except in areas 
of northern Hooker. (Fitchett, Andersen). EUROPEAN CORN BORER - 
Second through fifth instars in corn in eastern area. Some pupae in 
Lancaster County. Egg-laying for second generation will be prolonged, 
starting around July 25 and extending well into August.

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WEATHER BUREAU'S 30-DAY OUTLOOK 
Mid-July to Mid-August 1955 


The Weather Bureau's 30-day outlook for the period from mid-July to 
mid-August calls for temperatures to average below normal in the 
Southeast and Far West, In the remainder of the country above normal 
temperatures are expected, with greatest departures in the Central 
Plains and Great Lakes region. Preciptation is predicted to exceed nor+ 
mal in the southeastern and northwestern sectors of the nation. Below 
normal amounts are anticipated in a broad zone extending from New England 
southwestward through the Middle Mississippi Valley to the Central | 
Plains, Elsewhere near normal amounts are expected.

NEATHER FOR THE WEEK ENING JULY 18, 1955 


Last week's weather, typical of mid-July, was hot, humid, and showery. 
Average temperatures for the week ranged from 4° below normal at Fresno, 
Calif., to 6° above normal at scattered stations in the Middle Atlantic States. 
After two relatively cool days in extreme northern areas, hot air blanketed — 
virtually the entire Country the remainder of the period. West of the | 
Continental Divide this near normal temperature pattern was in sharp 
contrast to the much below seasonal temperatures which have persisted | 
there for the past several weeks, In central and northern interior areas 
of the far West, last week was as much as 15° warmer than the previous | 
week. Temperatures rose rapidly on the 12th followed by the highest 
maxima of the current season on the 14th and 15th, with a high of 102° 

at the Salt Lake City Airport on the latter date and 103° at Pendleton, 

Oreg., on the 13th. The absence of any strong frontal or low pressure 
Systems east of the Rockies resulted in little day to day temperature 

Change. The slight variation in average temperature departures from 
normal were mainly caused by differences in length of cloudy periods 
associated with thunderstorm activity. Showers occurred in virtually 

all sections except most of California and some other sections in the 

far Southwest, with weekly totals ranging up to 3 inches or more in the 
Southeast and up to 8 inches in the lower Mississippi Valley. In Arizona 

and New Mexico frequent showers after the 10th murked the beginning of 

the summer thundershower season. Weekly totals throughout the far West, 
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however, were generally less than one-half inch. East of the Rockies 
moderate to heavy showers were most extensive in the Midwest and 

South. In the lower Mississippi Valley a weak tropical low pressure 
system was responsible for much cloudiness, which held temperatures 
below the mid-July levels, and heavy rainfall, totaling 7.48 inches at 
Monroe, La., for the week and about 8 inches (unofficial measurement) 
in Lonoke County, Ark. The heaviest rains in Arkansas fell in southerly 
portions where most needed. This timely occurrence of rains in southern 
Arkansas is only the most recent of many similar cases during the past 
several weeks of heavy rains falling where most needed, thus preventing 
the development of any serious dry spells. At the end of the week the 
crop outlook from the eastern Great Plains to the Atlantic coast generally 
remained good to excellent. 
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
